Declaring the public schools a na- 
tion’s first line of defense from every 
standpoint he lined up his case under 
several different headings, Two- 
thirds of all children, he declared get 
their education in the rural or village 
school. Less than five per cent of 
these ‘have the opportunity fot sec- 
e@rtiry education, principally from 
financial necessity. The remedy he 
believed was consolidated sghovuls, But 
they were unfortunately expensive and 
hhaev several drawbacks like ithe con- 
dition of the roads, sparse settlement 
and long distances of travel. He wus 
hunting about for a remedy to modify 
these hardships, and bel'eved it woukd 
be found in time, It was important 
that it ve found early, for the five per 
cent of farmers’ sons who received an 
elementary education were able to pro- 
vide the nation with a big proportion 
of its professors and leading men of 
affairs. They must ‘be given «a chance.
